EL CERRITO — You wanted them for 
four full years and you'll get them for 
four full years. After hearing criticism 
from the community about a plan to 
shorten three current council members’ 
terms to expedite a change to even-year 
elections, the City Council unanimously 
adopted a plan that would not shorten 
the terms of any current councilmember. 

Instead, the new plan calls for coun- 


cil members to be elected to three-year 
terms this year and in 2001 to facilitate 
the election cycle change. 

“Frankly, I was shocked at how angry 
the people are about the proposed ordi- 
nance,” said El Cerrito Chamber of Com- 
merce President Bill Kerber about the 
former plan that would have shortened 
the terms of councilmembers Larry Da- 
mon, Mark Friedman and Mayor Gina 
Brusatori. 

Speaking before last Monday’s vote, 


Vote on council terms reversed 


Kerber asked the council to reconsider 
its decision of May 3. He said that vote 
threatened “to return this community to 
the bad old days when rancor and mis- 
trust ruled.” Kerber said many people 
he had talked to in the past two weeks 
expressed suspicions that “City Hall is 
trying to put something over on us 
again.” 

Reading from a prepared statement, 
Friedman said “after hearing from a va- 
riety of community members, I’ve con- 


cluded that the best interest of our com- 
munity is to keep all current terms the 
same length and shorten the terms of 
those elected in our next two city coun- 
cil elections to three years,” (Friedman’s 
full statement appears on page A11.) 
The audience of more than 40 people 
broke into spontaneous applause. At the 
last council meeting, Friedman had voted 
with Councilman Norman La Force and

AHS poised to ride digital music wave

ALBANY — As the recording indus- 
try continues to swell in the Bay Area, 
instrumental music instructor Tom Lilien- 
thal is prepared to catch the rising wave. 

With the help of parents, students, 
members of the community and others, 
Lilienthal is building a state-of-the-art 
digital recording studio at Albany High. 

“Students will develop skills that no 
other high school offers,” Lilienthal said, 
“skills that could directly lead to jobs, All 
the’materials are here. We just need to 
finish the project.” 

Twenty-one professional recording 
Studios already exist in San Francisco, 
Berkeley, Oakland, and Emeryville alone, 


including Fantasy Records, a still-grow- 
ing giant. 

For more than a year, Lilienthal — 
aided by a grant from the AHS Site Coun- 
cil, student fund-raisers and community 
and parent donations — has quietly 
raised $17,506.33 for the project. The 
teacher also contacted every major com- 
pany that manufactures equipment 
needed in a digital recording studio. As 
a consequence, the project has received 
many incrediblé diséounts — and more. 

“Some of thé studio equipment was 
donated,” Lilienthalfsaid, “and most of 
the remainder was greatly discounted by 
the manufacturers fand retail outlets. 
Company executives told me they con- 
tributed because they want to support 


this unique and important project.” 

Lilienthal, who teaches two orches- 
tras, jazz band and rock guitar at AHS, 
added “We could have easily paid twice 
what we have if we built this studio at 
retail costs. We're very grateful to those 
companies and individuals that have 
helped make this happen.” 


Back to the future 


In addition to the skills teens will learn 
at the studio, school-sponsored bands will 
have the opportunity to digitally record 
their music and sell top-notch CD's dur- 
ing fund-raising drives. 

“Say, for instance, one of Bob Slous’ 
bands wanted to record a CD,” Lilienthal 
said. “They could come in here, record 


it for dirt cheap, and sell it as a fund-rais- 
ing activity. The CDs themselves would 
cost us less than $2. The major cost of a 
CD is production, and once we have our 
studio, there is no cost other than hav- 
ing copies made.” 

The popular music teacher added 
“Anything more than $2 is all profit. Be- 
yond the amount that goes to the fund- 
raiser, we'll ask for a percentage of their 
sales. That money will go right back into 
the studio to keep it state-of-the-art. In 
other words, it’s going to be state-of-the- 
art when we open it, but we wantta keep 
it that way. It needs to remain state-of- 
the-art in 2010 and beyond.” .

Differences, tolerance explored at

ALBANY— High School students 
looked each other in the eye May 14 and 
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talked about mutual respect. 

Observing “Day $f Respect,” an an- 
nual event at AHS, téens viewed an orig- 
inal play that depicted the effects hatred 
can have on homosexuals and other 
members of the community. 

“Games,” a play performed with 
artistry and courage) had a powerful im- 
pact on the vast majority of those who 
viewed it. Penned, ‘performed and di- 
rected by AHS students, more than one 
member of the‘audience wept during the 
play’s finale. : ; 

“Games” is a fictional account of two 
gay men badgered‘and threatened by a 
group of thugs until one can no longer 


stand the abuse and takes his own life. 

“I think the play was important and 
plausible, given the Matthew Sheppard 
murder,” said Patrick Nakano Glenn, a 
performer who also helped write the play. 

“A play like this can teach respect and 
tolerance for all people,” he said. “If the 
lines were altered just a bit, it could also 
apply to an Asian or a black character, 
or even a poor person.” 

“We're doing this play because it 
needs to be done,” said director and stu- 
dent Jordan Wold. 

Mac Kay, one/of four cast members 
who wrote “Games,” said “It needs to 
be done because people are silly and of-

Rocky road 
ahead for 
Albany Bulb

ALBANY — More than a dozen resi- 
dents from the landfill known as the bulb 
asked the City Council Monday to re- 
consider their eviction notice or face the 
threat of legal action. 

An ordinance passed by the council 
in March gives residents until June 15 to 
vacate the rock-and-rubble peninsula. 

Yet during a meeting that tacked from 
touching moments of human drama to 
rants crossing the thin line between pro- 
found insight and madness, a local at- 
torney threatened to take the city to 
court. 

Geoffrey Taft cited several laws he 
said protect landfill residents from being 
evicted without “just compensation.” Taft 
asked the council to show compassion 
for bulb residents and to avoid a long and 
potentially expensive court fight. 

“I cannot believe any of you feel good 
about this process,” he said at the May 
17 meeting. 

Taft later read a poem about the land- 
fill written by City Councilman Allan 
Manis. 

Citing a verse that referred to works 
of nature on the bulb, Taft asked if the 
residents living there didn’t “have at least 
as much-right to enjoy (those works) as 
the birds and my small dog?” 

Warning of the dangers bulb residents 
would experience if set loose among peo- 
ple he called “poverty pimps,” Taft said, 
“these people have no where else to go.” 

“They are entitled to something,” he 
added later, suggesting such matters 
might be addressed in court if the coun-

Veterans 
memorial 
effort gains 
momentum

EL CERRITO — Efforts to fund and 
build a veterans memorial at City Hall 
will come into the spotlight with cere- 
monies next week. The El Cerrito Veter- 
ans Memorial Committee reports that 
more than $8,000 has been raised toward 
the $10,000 goal, and a ground breaking 
ceremony is planned for Friday, May 28 
at noon, three days, fittingly, before 
Memorial Day. 

County Supervisor John Gioia and El 
Cerrito Mayor Gina Brusatori, among 
others, will attend the ceremony. The U- 
shaped memorial will be located on 
Manila Avenue between the City Hall 
parking lot and the civic gardens, and is 
expected to be completed by Veterans 
Day this November. Funding has come 
entirely from private donations. 

“T have learned that the people in El 
Cerrito are genuine good-caring people,” 
said Esther Sergeant, chairwoman of the 
memorial committee. “They come 
through in many many different forms, 
but they really are terrific people,” she 
added. Most donations are smaller 
amounts — $10 to $25 — but the memo- 
rial committee has also received four do- 
nations of $500 each. Sergeant said the 
donations are “coming from the heart — 
from kind of a different group of people.” 
The donors list numbers more than 100 
people, Sergeant said. 

Veterans Memorial Committee secre- 
tary Peg Berdan said that the granite rock 
that will be the centerpiece of the planned 
memorial is currently at the city’s Cor- 
poration Yard on Schmidt Lane. El Cer- 
rito High School art teacher Steve Tem- 
ple chose the rock and is working with 
engravers in San Francisco. 

Steve Mitchell, the city’s building of- 
ficial, is working with the committee as 
an advisor, and Police Chief Linda Fellers 
is acting as treasurer for the fund rais- 
ing effort.

At the end of the presentation, 
Thomsen smiled and assured them 
she would join them in their efforts 
to blow the smoke out of Hollywood.

A wise investment 
in Albany’s future 


the superior reputation enjoyed by Albany’s schools have kept 
the city a desirable place to live. Property values in Albany 
have stayed above average in great part because of the number of 


T here is no better guage of a community than its schools, and 


families seeking to move here. 


But the reputation of the Albany Unified School District is gradu- 


ally being overtaken by reality — the reality that the district’s budget 
is inadequate to keep pace with the costs of providing the types of of- 
ferings that mean a full educational experience for the city’s youth. 
Inflation and the cost of funding state-mandated programs, in- 
cluding class-size reduction, have left funds lacking for programs 


formerly taken for granted. 


Science, art, music, foreign language and athletics are not part 
of the “three R’s”, but they are equally vital in a young person’s ed- 
ucation, and these areas are sorely in need of funding, as are the 
district’s understaffed school libraries. These are not frills, but ed- 
ucational necessities, ones past generations expected that today’s 
students cannot. The funding to meet these needs will not come 
from the state, which is why Measure A is on the ballot in a special 


election June 8. 


In our view the decision is not a hard one. 
As Albany’s young people go, so goes Albany, both in human and 


financial terms. 


The type of people we send into society tomorrow hinges on the 
education they receive today. Students receiving a well-rounded, 
stimulating education are also less likely to be young people who 
are bored and find the wrong outlets for their energy. 

And investing in youth and Albany’s future through a healthy 
school system will keep the city a desirable place to come and pro- 
tect the investment homeowners have already made to live here. 

‘Measure A will not take care of all the district’s needs, but it will 
go a long way to providing the kind of education our young people 
deserve.

It’s time to make Marin 
Avenue safe for everyone

‘There is a growing consensus in 
Albany that the current situation on 
Marin Avenue is unacceptable. There 
are too many cars, they drive too 
fast, and it’s too dangerous to cross 
the street at unsignalized intersec- 
tions. Marin winds through a resi- 
dential neighborhood, past an ele- 
mentary school, the library and the 
community center. The volume and 
speed of traffic on the avenue is an 
increasing hazard to residents. 

‘Albany residents’ attitudes toward 
Marin were clear in the recent city 
workshops for the Citywide Trans- 
portation Plan. Observations and 
analysis of traffic volume and speed 
data generally confirmed the prob- 
lems reported by residents. 

‘Unfortunately, while we generally 
agree on the problem, there is less 
unanimity about the solution. But a 
dispassionate look at the traffic 
analysis to date strongly suggests 

‘that the only solution that will ad- 
dress all the problems adequately is 
to restripe Marin Avenue from four 
lanes to three. 

The basic concept is fairly 
straightforward. The proposal calls 
for restriping Marin Avenue with 
three lanes from Kains Avenue east 
to The Alameda. Two through lanes 
for cars in each direction would con- 
vert to one through lane in each di- 
rection with a left-turn lane in the 
middle. 

‘Restriping would free up space for 
a standard-width bicycle lane in each 
direction, while preserving on-street 
parking. Depending on community 
preferences, the project could also in- 
corporate intersection treatments 
such as corners that bulb out to re- 
duce pedestrian crossing distances. 

‘This proposal would be relatively 
simple and, depending on design de- 
tails, could be cheap to implement. 
Nevertheless, it would represent a 
change, so it bumps up against our 
apprehension of change. 

'In my experience, residents’ ask 
two questions about the proposal. 

First, couldn’t we improve condi- 
tions for pedestrians and bicyclists 
on'Marin through less-drastic means? 

‘Second, will a restriped avenue 
-bejable to handle traffic without pro- 
ducing gridlock and chaos? 

‘To answer the first question, it is 
useful to consider how restriping ad- 
drésses the three main issues: pedes- 


r 


trian safety, traffic speeds, and traf- 
fic volumes. 

Restriping improves pedestrian 
safety. Pedestrian safety is a signifi- 
cant issue at all intersections. Be- 
tween Tulare and San Pablo Avenue, 
there are 11 unsignalized intersec- 
tions and four with signals, includ- 
ing San Pablo Avenue. 

Unsignalized intersections are a 
particular concern because drivers 
often fail to yield to pedestrians. 
Most people have probably experi- 
enced or observed a close call when 
a car in the right lane has stopped 
for a pedestrian, but cars in the left 
lane fail to stop. Two lanes of traffic 
each way are hazardous for adults 
and children alike. Restriping elim- 
inates this hazard. 

Restriping also improves pedes- 
trian safety by shortening the dis- 
tance pedestrians have to travel. 
Crossing only three lanes means 
less time in the crosswalk exposed 
to traffic. By adding a left-turn lane 
in the middle, pedestrians also 
have a buffer zone where they can 
stop if they misjudge the breaks in 
traffic. 

Restriping slows down traffic, as 
speeding vehicles can no longer pass 
vehicles observing the speed limit. 

Currently, a driver respecting the 
speed limit is passed by just about 
every other car on the road. After re- 
striping, if one driver goes 25 mph, 
everyone goes 25 mph. Drivers also 
have a basic tendency to drive only 
as fast as feels comfortable. If the 
street is nice and wide, lightly trav- 
eled, with multiple lanes and long 
sight lines, drivers will go fast. If the 
street is narrower and more heavily 
traveled, they will go slower. Re- 
striping encourages drivers to slow 
down by making the street feel nar- 
rower and more heavily traveled. 

Reducing traffic speed also re- 
duces noise and increases pedestrian 
and bicycle safety by reducing the 
number and severity of bicycle and 
pedestrian accidents, 

Restriping discourages increased 
traffic volumes. Marin Avenue is de- 
signed to serve residents in Albany 
and North Berkeley. This area is not 
growing significantly in population 
— it is built out. However, as devel- 
opment and populations expand to 
East Contra Costa and to the north, 
Marin Avenue will become increas-

Why we need the parcel tax 


If parents and students want to ensure that 
money is spent for specific, locally decided 
purposes, it needs to be money that we raise 
locally. Here is why: 

As was touted during the campaign, the 
governor’s proposed budget had a heavy em- 
phasis on education. In mid-May, the Depart- 
ment of Finance will issue a “May revise” of 
state revenues and expenditures. These new 
numbers will affect the cost of living adjust- 
ment which school districts will receive. This 
is commonly called a “COLA.” 

You may hear a number that sounds pretty 
good. In past years, the problem has been in 
the details. Some popular programs have not 
received a COLA at all. Some programs have 
received a reduced rate. Generally, the state 
has also applied what they call a “deficit fac- 
tor.” What it really amounts to, is that districts 
are not paid the full amount of the COLA. 

The governor and the legislative leadership 
also want to fund their pet programs. Albany may 
not wish to offer some of these, or we may not 
qualify for participation. When I first became in- 
volved with school budgets, over 70 percent of 
state funds came to districts for local general pur- 
poses. It’s close to 50 percent now, the rest is ear- 
marked for special programs. 

That’s why parents and students who want 
to ensure that money is spent for specific pur- 
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poses (such as additional music or drama 
courses at high school or science classes at 
middle school) need to raise that money lo- 
cally. Measure A contains a list of program ar- 
eas identified as Albany’s priorities, and re- 
quires that the money raised be spent only in 
those areas.

Why schools need 
steady source of funding 


I am writing in response to a letter which 
was in your paper on May 6, regarding Mea- 
sure A, the proposed schools’ tax which will 
be on the ballot in Albany on June 8. The 
writer was concerned about the fact that the 
tax, if passed, will be increased each year to 
meet the current inflation rate, as published 
each year by the Bureau of Labor Statistics. | 
wish to convey the reasoning behind the de- 
cision (made by the Citizen’s Parcel Tax Com- 
mittee) to have the annual tax increase tied to 
“real” inflation. 

The 1987 schools’ tax passed by Albany vot- 
ers has a 2 percent cap on inflation annually. 
However, inflation in the Bay area has been more 
than two percent annually for several years. (In 
April of 1998, it was 3.1 percent). Therefore, this 
tax has not kept pace with inflation. As with 
everything, it costs more to run the same pro- 
grams now than it did in 1987. In addition, the 
state next year proposes giving the schools a pal- 
try 1.83 percent vost of living increase. Our school 
district will have to make up the difference, as 
usual. If taxes don’t keep up with inflation, it's 
our kids who lose out. 

Those of us on the committee thought long 
and hard about the language of Measure A 
when drafting it. If it passes, this tax will raise 
$1 million per year more for our schools be 
ginning Sept. 1999. In two, five or 10 years, 
we want the tax to continue to be able to sup 
port $1 million in programs, not less, We don't 
want to provide programs and services for our 
children now, and then have to cut these same 
programs in a few years because we can no 
longer afford them, due to inflation. 

Albany’s children deserve more counselors, 
more music, more arts, science and library re 
sources. For $10 a month, we can give them more 
of these things. $10 a month will not, of course, 
give our schools everything they need or deserve, 
but something is better than nothing.

They have then re-run the mod- 
els for a three-lane road and found 
that traffic flow is acceptable as long 
as we keep four lanes between Kains 
and San Pablo. At some intersections, 
right-turn lanes may also be re- 
quired, which would be accom- 
plished by removing on-street park- 
ing on the near side of intersections 
within 150 feet of key intersections 
such as Santa Fe, Peralta and Ma- 
sonic. In this scenario, few cars 
would detour to parallel streets. 


Solano Avenue would offer no 
time savings and the other parallel 
streets don’t go anywhere. 


Surprisingly, three lanes can be 
adequate even though there are 
sometimes long queues at intersec- 
tions, even with four lanes. 


Today, queues sometimes build at 
signals when vehicles turning left 
block the fast lane. Then, other cars 
scramble to change lanes. In addi- 
tion to increasing the likelihood of 
rear-end and sideswipe accidents, 
this condition creates congestion. 


With the proposed restriping, ve- 
hicles turning left would enter the 
left-turn lane and await an opportu- 
nity to turn. Vehicles traveling 
through the intersection would travel 
‘ficiently on their way. 


The computer model is confirmed 
bythe many other communities that 
have restriped four-lane roads to 
three, with good results for the sur- 
rounding neighborhoods. 


Typically, these roads carry be- 
tween 10,000 and 20,000 vehicles a 
day, though a few successful projects 
involved streets that carry as many as 
30,000 vehicles a day. Marin carries 
about 21,000 vehicles a day near San 
Pablo Avenue and fewer by the hills. 


Nevertheless, there are some im- 
portant questions the city should be 
able to answer before pulling out the 
street paint. 

The city is evaluating changes to 
the signaled intersections to see how 
to provide increased pedestrian cross- 
ing times and shorter delays for 
pedestrians crossing Marin. 

They should also make sure that 
traffic queues at red lights won't block 
other intersections and that the re- 
striped street will still allow vehicles to 
safely cross Marin Avenue at 
unsignaled intersections. 

If those studies show positive re- 
Sults, then the restriping project should 
get the green light.

Renters do pay 


I read with interest the exchange be- 
tween Martin Ilian and Teresa Barnett 
regarding Albany’s Measure A in May 
13’s Journal. In response to Tian’s ques- 
tion as to whether rents would be exempt 
from the $10/month parcel tax to bene- 
fit Albany schools, Bamett states, “Renters 
in homes or apartments will not receive 
this tax bill — just like they do not pay 
regular property tax.” 

While it is true that renters do not 
receive property tax bills, their prop- 
erty owners certainly do, and those 
bills will be increasing $120 per year 
for each residential unit., i.e., each 
apartment and rental home. I doubt 
that many rental property owners 
will be willing to absorb this cost. 

Renters absolutely do pay prop- 
erty taxes as a portion of their rents, 
and many renters will find them- 
selves making up this difference af- 
ter the July 1, 1999 implementation 
date of the new tax. 

With other expenses increasing 
as well, rent increases will not likely 
be limited to $10 per month. Unfor- 
tunately, the much touted “Senior 
Exemption” of Measure A is avail- 
able for the primary residence of se- 
nior property owners only, senior 
renters need not apply. 

I also found interesting in Bar- 
nett’s letter the statement that, “Mea- 
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sure A will provide about $350 per 
student for our schools,” i.e., by sim- 
ple math, at $120 per unit, about 
three residences will be taxed for 
each benefiting student. Obviously, 
Albany renters will pay more than 
their fair share for Measure A.

At the May 5 Board of Education 
meeting, School Board members for- 
mally approved a contract with Arntz 
Builders, which submitted the low bid 
of $29.3 million for the construction 


of the new Hercules middle-high 
school. As reported last March 24, Cal- 
ifornia’s State Allocation Board (SAB) 
unanimously approved full construc- 
tion funding for the long-awaited Her- 
cules Middle/High School. The ap- 
proved and funded plans include 
funding for the core teaching and ad- 
ministrative buildings, play fields, se- 
curity systems, irrigation and shop/vo- 
cational technology building. 

At its April 21 meeting, the board 
approved funding for a building area 
of 114,145 square feet for the new 
Richmond middle school, the cen- 
terpiece of the voter approved Mea- 
sure E school bond. 

District staff held a community 
forum at Kennedy High School on 
April 6, and the Board of Education 
held two study sessions on April 28 
and May 3 concerning the Richmond 
middle school project. 

At these sessions, staff members 
from project architect DES Archi- 
tects answered questions and guided 
discussions for board members, 
members of the ad hoc committee 
for the Richmond middle school pro- 
ject, and district staff. 

A third study session will occur 
on May 24 starting at 6 p.m. at the 
Staff Development Center, at 2525 
Barnard, Richmond.

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Volunteers tend to Blackberry Creek

As bulldozers level the sandy dirt 
lot where Thousand Oaks School 
once stood, a line of willows myste- 
riously run away from the school, 
headed west. 

The willows follow an invisible 
path past a tot lot where children 
play, jagging north then south past 
a grassy field where practitioners of 
Tai Chi pump their arms and buckle 
their legs. ; 

Like children clinging to their mother, 
the willows follow Blackberry Creek as it 
swims toward the Bay. 

Twenty-five volunteers from “The 
Friends of Five Creeks” gathered at 
Blackberry Creek May 15 and tended 
to its needs, planting wild native 
grasses, a redwood tree and remov- 
ing debris that collected there. 

Judy Lieberman perched herself 
just above the creek near a spot 
where it washed through green 
patches of watercress. 

Lieberman carefully tended to 
some netting on the banks designed 
to shore them up — biodegradable 
material that had not properly de- 
graded, frayed and the edges and 
created potential snares, 

It was a warm sunny Saturday 
and she wanted to be there — in part 
to celebrate her birthday. 

“This is really a wonderful chance 
to enjoy as much of nature as you 
can get in an urban environment,” 
she said. “It’s also an opportunity to 
see something that isn’t totally man- 
icured and to get out into nature — 
just two blocks from my house.” 

Lieberman, who works for the Al- 
bany Community Development De- 
partment, brought along her son and 
his best friend. The boys climbed 
through the willow and running dog- 
wood, following the meandering 
creek as they fished out plastic bot- 
tles and other debris. 

On the south bank of the creek, 
Sapna Khandwala — a stream ecol- 
ogist — took a break from her work 
to explain why creeks are important. 
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“Creeks and streams are proba- 
bly one of the most dynamic systems 
in terms of where the land and the 
water meet,” she said. “There’s a lot 
going on here, a lot of interchange, 
and it’s really important to keep 
streams and creeks alive. 

“There are also many insects, 
bugs and all kinds of things that live 
in the stream that are feeding birds, 
lizards, and other forms of life. Many 
animals, birds and plants have co- 
evolved around streams and depend 
on them. That’s another good rea- 
son to keep creeks clean.” 

Yet until three years ago, Black- 
berry Creek was literally buried be- 
neath the ground, confined to a 
metal culvert that channeled rush- 
ing water straight toward the bay. 

“We always wanted to open this 
creek because it was culverted in the 
late 50s,” said Carole Schemmer- 
ling, co-founder of the Urban Creeks 
Council of California. 

According to Schemmerling, at 
one time Blackberry Creek ran right 
through the middle of the old Thou- 
sand Oaks School. Yet over the years 
as the school grew, it was slowly cov- 
ered, the stretch south of the current 
construction site the last to be buried. 

Thousand Oaks School was re- 
cently leveled due to unsafe seismic 
conditions there. 

But years back, upon hearing the 
sad news about the school’s fate, a 
number of parents in the PTA de- 
cided to make the best of a bad sit- 
uation. They wrote a grant to the 
creek just west of the former school 


Berkeley resident Eleanor Brain- 
erd was active in the Thousand Oaks 
PTA at that time. She said a grant 
from the State Department of Water 
Resources — one specifically ear- 
marked for urban creek restoration 
— paid for the project. 

Yet it was an uphill fight to get 
the creek restored, Brainerd said. 

It seems that over the years, after 
planners directed the creek through 
metal culverts buried underground, 


a sand tot lot was constructed at that 
same spot. 

A number of parents in the neigh- 
borhood were troubled by the 
prospect of the tot lot being dug up 
in order to free the creek. And there 
were no funds in the grant for a new 
sandbox. As a consequence, for a 
time the creek restoration project 
was in jeopardy. 

Plans for the creek bed also met 
opposition from practitioners of Tai 
Chi, who said they practice their rou- 
tines beneath a redwood tree that 
stood in the middle of the natural 
flood plain. 

After a number of meetings and sev- 
eral compromises, a new tot lot was built 
just north of Blackberry Creek, and the 
Tai Chi redwood was saved. 

Engineers redesigned the natural 
flood plane and quite literally moved 
the earth in order to accommodate 
the wishes of the tot lot advocates 
and the Tai Chi group. 

Now all live in harmony, as was 
evident last Saturday. 

As men muscled 918 pounds of 
rock along the banks of the creek — 
new stepping stones designed to pre- 
serve the natural flow of the brook 
— tots ambled about in the nearby 
sandbox while adults ran through 
their Tai Chi exercise routine. 

Susan Schwartz — the new co- 
president of the Friends of Five 
Creeks — did her best not to inter- 
tupt the other groups’ activities. She 
tended to the natural garden along 
the banks, showing volunteers the 
difference between native blackberry 
and others that are intrusive. 

Schwartz wiped the sweat from 
her brow and pointed to sword ferns 
standing at attention, and marveled 
at the progress made by Nine Bark 
and Running Dogwood planted by 
volunteers last year. 

From one end of the creek to the 
other, volunteers did their best to 
help the creek stay healthy. 

Meanwhile, outgoing president 
Sonja Wadman staffed an informa- 
tion table near the park’s entrance. 


Wadman, who will be going to grad- 
uate school at Cal Poly next spring, 
did what she has done so well dur- 
ing her term of office: She educated 
the public about the importance of 
creeks and what they could do to 
help protect them. y 

“The creek wants to me- 
ander and move in an “S” figuré,” 
Wadman said in answer to one ques- 
tion. “That allows the energy in the 
creek to be absorbed by the banks. 

“In the past, planners thought it 
was best for the creeks to run in a 
straight line directly to the Bay,” she 
said. “During heavy rains, the water 
tushed toward culverts, which would 
back up and cause flooding. By al- 
lowing the creeks to meander, the 
banks can absorb the runoff. 

“Whatever affects the creeks also 
affects the Bay,” Wadman added. 
“There’s also wildlife in the creeks 
that needs to be protected from pol- 
lution. And remember, whatever goes 
into the creeks eventually makes its 
way to the Bay, affecting the wildlife 
and ecosystems there as well.” 

A dozen more people added their 
names to a growing list of volunteers 
committed to maintaining — and 
opening up — creeks that ran undis- 
turbed for thousands of years before 
men decided they were in the way. 

“This is what it’s all about,” Wad- 
man said. “It just shows that every 
individual can make a difference.”

“J have always attempted to treat 
my colleagues and the public with re- 
spect,” Friedman said. “I hope by 
choosing to go with another method 
of realigning our elections, if we have 
the votes here to do that tonight, that 
we can put this latest controversy be- 
hind us and move forward as a com- 
munity that embraces lively debate, 
balancing issues and personalities and 
occasional political theatrics.” 

The plan tentatively approved this 
week, was labeled the “Damon plan” 
at the previous council meeting. To 
facilitate a move to even-year elec- 
tions, council members elected in 
November 1999 and November 2001 
would serve only three-year terms. 
The option of lengthening the terms 
of current council members by a year 
was earlier considered and rejected. 
Damon insisted that sitting coun- 
cil members should not vote to 
change the length of their terms. 
“We can not ethically change the 
results of a prior election,” Damon 
earlier insisted. 

‘I don't believe that any elected offi- 
cial, once elected and in office, has the 
right to change the conditions of that elec- 
tion,” Damon said at this week’s meet- 
ing. “The election that put all of us in of- 
fice is a done deal.” 

The move to even-numbered year 


elections is seen as a way to increase

voter turnout and reduce the costs. Friedman’s Statement on 


Election costs are shared, and as 
more and more jurisdictions move 
to even-number year elections, it is 
becoming more expensive to hold 
odd-numbered year elections. 

Of the 17 cities in Contra Costa 
County, 12 conduct their elections in 
November of even-numbered years. 
Three, not counting El Cerrito, have 
voted this year to move to even-year 
elections, and another has put the is- 
sue on this November’s ballot. 

Also, voter turnout is higher in 
even-year general elections. Voter 
turnout for the November 1997 El 
Cerrito City Council election was 
35.3 percent, while voter turnout in 
the city for the 1998 gubernatorial 
election was 70.7 percent. 

Bartke said she had seen the ear- 
lier plan as the best way to facilitate 
the election-year change. 

She noted that the previous plan 
allowed for a November 2000 tax 
measure vote, if needed. Because of 
Proposition 218, a city may normally 
hold a general tax vote only on a reg- 
ularly scheduled election date for 
members of the City Council. 

Bartke said she went for the pre- 
vious plan only “to keep the options 


open,” but that it was not worth 
sticking to a plan that was causing 
division in the city. 

Some people questioned the wis- 
dom of moving to even-year elections 
at all, saying local issues may get 
“Jost in the wash” of a large general 
election ballot. 

Resident Beatrice O’Keefe said 
that “there are both advantages and 
disadvantages to changing the elec- 
tion cycle.” 

Among other things, O’Keefe said 
it is “definitely more expensive for 
non-incumbents to run in a general 
election” because increased voter 
turnout means more cost. In a spe- 
cial election “you have a much 
smaller group to target.”

This is the statement City Coun- 
cilman Mark Friedman made at 
Monday’s council meeting before 
the vote on City Council terms:

Duffy pulls off rare “triple” 


St. Mary’s freshman wins the 800, 1,600,

St. Mary’s High School freshman Brid- 
get Duffy pulled off a rare “triple” at the 
Alameda Contra Costa Athletic League 
meet when she won the 800, 1,600 and 
3,200 in the league championship meet 
at Piedmont High. 

Duffy’s “triple” was the talk of the 
meet. No other runner had ever swept 
the distance events in an ACCAL meet. 
But after winning her third event, the 
3,200, Duffy seemed unimpressed. 

Maybe the magnitude of what she had 
just accomplished had yet to sink in. Or 
maybe she just realized that there are 


more races ahead. 

“I did my best, worked hard,” she said, 
trying to catch her breath. “I wanted to 
win all three — that was the goal.” 

Moments earlier, Duffy looked as if 
she could have run all day as she showed 
no hint of fatigue at the end of the 3,200. 

As she had before in the 1,600, Duffy 
let other runners set the early pace be- 
fore slingshotting ahead late in the race. 

For most of the 3,200, Duffy was con- 
tent to stay within an arm’s length of De 
Anza’s Mina Nikanjam until she made 
her move with about 1 1/4 laps to go. 

“I had to have someone to pace me 
because I’m so tired,” Duffy said. “It’s 
been a long day.”

Tired or not, there would be no catch- 
ing Duffy once she took the lead. The 
freshman has an excellent finishing kick. 
And she kicked it into high gear to pull 
away from the rest of the field. 

Duffy crossed the finish line in 11 min- 
utes, 56.9 seconds, more than 16 seconds 
ahead of her nearest competitor, Mary 
Phelps, who had also passed Nikanjam 
on the final lap. Phelps completed the 
race in 12:13.3, with Nikanjam third at 
12:14.4. 

Even the great Emil Zatopek, the 
Czechoslovakian runner who won the 
5,000 meters, 10,000 and marathon at the 
1952 Olympics in Helsinki, didn’t do it 
all in one day.

She also gave those 
in attendance— as well as her competi- 
tors— a sample of her strong leg kick.

What’s up

doctors? 


e (TV) Doctor Is Still In — 
For Now: Whither Dr. Dean? 
A second source confirms 
last week’s item here that popular 
KGO Radio and TV Dr. Dean Edell 
indeed had high-level talks with 
Channel 4’s news director recently 
and that the well-known, nation- 
ally syndicated radio doc almost 
jumped ship to go to KRON as we 
reported here exclusively last 
week. KGO matched Channel 4’s 
salary offer, so Edell is still taking 
“House Calls” at 5:25 p.m. on 
Channel 7’s newscast. But for how 
much longer? 

A source who’s known Edell for 
years was surprised not to have 
heard about the top-secret talks 
from Edell. “Dean tells me just 
about everything,” the source says. 
But this confidante did add some- 
thing I'd heard before — that 
Edell’s thinking seriously of drop- 
ping out of TV altogether and con- 
centrating on his successful na- 
tional radio show and his writing. 
(Edell’s first medical book has just 
been released, and his Health Cen- 
tral web site is booming). 

I suspect part of the reason is 
Edell’s disgust at his dealings with 
the television industry. On his 
short-lived daytime NBC health-is- 
sues show five years ago, he was 
forbidden to even utter the word 
“abortion,” ludicrously enough. 
Then Edell was “jerked around,” 
one friend says, two years ago by 
USA Cable, which apparently had 
led Edell to believe it would pick 
up and produce more episodes of 
the lively, limited-run “Dear Dr. 
Dean” call-in series he created and 
co-produced (it ran for two months 
on Channel 7). The cable deal did- 
n't happen. Maybe the WWF 
wrestlers grappled the money 
away from then-USA Cable boss 
Kay Koplovitz. 

“Tt wouldn’t surprise me at all if 
some day soon Dean had an ISDN 
(broadcast-quality) phone line in- 
stalled at his country home in 
Branscombe,” said the friend, “and 
that he just stayed up there and 
did his radio show.” Shades of 
KSFO’s Jim Eason, who’s been 
holed up in his basement in the 
piney woods in Ashland, N.C., for 
six years now (see more below) 
where he does his “local” radio 
show, which moved from sister sta- 
tion KGO in 1995. 

Edell goes up to remote 
Branscombe, which is located in 
the woods west of Willits, most 
weekends, foresaking his lovely 
hilltop home in Marin. The maver- 
ick Edell told me at breakfast re- 
cently he enjoyed his carefree hip- 
pie days up in that bucolic 
Mendocino County area. Besides, 
tiny Branscombe probably could 
use another doctor. Plus, it would 
help put Edell in touch with small- 
town America - and many smaller 
stations carry Edell’s informative 
and often-funny show. 

Unsolved Local TV Mystery: 
Last week I had lunch at Jack Lon- 
don Square with KTVU’s classy 
outgoing news director, Fred Zehn- 
der, I asked Zehnder, who retires 
next Friday (when we'll write a lot 
more about him) about the surpris- 
ing departure of anchor Elaine 
Corral a year ago and the murky 
circumstances under which she 
left. 

Zehnder, who's always been 
straight with me (and everyone 
else), said, “Well, I knew Elaine 
was leaving ahead of time.” (Un- 
like her newsroom colleagues, co- 
anchor Dennis Richmond, and 
even some friends). 

So, why'd she leave? It’s a ques- 
tion I’m still being asked by read- 
ers and was asked by a caller 
when I appeared on a radio talk 
show last week. Zehnder said that 
as the popular anchor was about to 
leave his office on her last day at 
Channel 2, Corrral asked her boss, 
“Do you know why I’m leaving?” 
Zehnder said no, he didn’t. “I can’t 
tell you,” Zehnder said Corral 
replied. Do you think there’s 
maybe a slight chance that lawyers 
and a legal settlement were some- 
how involved here? 

I’ve also been told by KTVU

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After 20 years on radio, 
jazz pianist strong as ever

Marian McPartland has always 
confounded expectations. 

Despite what her fellow country- 
man Leonard Feather described as 
“three hopeless strikes against her” 
— being English, white and a woman 
— the 79-year-old pianist has tran- 
scended various jazz fashions and 
become one of the music’s most pop- 
ular and effective champions. 

In her role as host of the popular 
National Public Radio show “Piano 
Jazz,” which broadcasts 9 p.m. 
Wednesdays on KCSM-FM 91.1, Mc- 
Partland has far exceeded even her 
own expectations. The gifted pianist 
is celebrating her show’s 20th an- 
niversary, which is about two 
decades longer than she figured it 
would last. 

“It just seemed like something 
that would be good for a month or 
two,” McPartland said from her 
home on Long Island. “As time went 
on, everybody kept saying how great 


it was, and all of a sudden five years 
went by, 10 years went by, and still 
there’s no end to it.” 

The key ingredient in the show's 
success, of course, is McPartland her- 
self. Now heard on more than 260 
stations, the Peabody Award-winning 
“Piano Jazz” features McPartland 
chatting and playing intimate duets 
with other musicians. While many of 
jazz’s greatest figures have joined 
her as guests in the studio — every- 
one from pianists Oscar Peterson, 
Teddy Wilson and Bill Evans to Dizzy 
Gillespie, Carmen McRae and Rose- 
mary Clooney — she is as likely to 
invite a little-known musician. Many 
of the shows are available on CD 
from the Jazz Alliance label.

Without guide at helm, 
Oakland Ballet goes on

The Oakland Ballet has an- 
nounced its 1999 season of perfor- 
mances. It will be the first season in 
the company’s history without the 
direct leadership of founder Ronn 
Guidi. 

Guidi, who founded the Oakland 
Ballet in 1965, announced his re- 
tirement unexpectedly in December 
while the company was in the mid- 
dle of its “Nutcracker” performances. 

He will serve this year as artistic 
director emeritus, and the company 
will perform three of his pieces: “Se- 
lections From the Seasons,” his ver- 
sion of the “Nutcracker,” and a pre- 
miere called “Rhenish Symphony.” 

Joral Schmalle, the company’s 
principal dancer and acting artistic 
director, put together this year’s pro- 
gram with input from Guidi. 

In a phone interview on last week, 
he said that one of the ideas being 
tossed around was to skip the fall 
season to save money. 

“I thought, we can’t do that. If we 
only do ‘Nutcracker,’ any (dancer) 
who can get a job anywhere else will. 
My first focus was to make sure we 
had a fall season.” 

Starting in September, the Oak- 
land Ballet will do a full season of 
three programs plus 13 perfor- 
mances of “Nutcracker.” 

The other premieres of the sea- 
son will include a new pas de deux 
by Alonzo King of LINES Contem- 
porary Ballet in San Francisco, as 
well as the company premieres of 
Lew Christensen’s 1942 “Jinx” and 
San Francisco Ballet resident chore- 
ographer Val Caniparoli’s 1997 
“Djangology.” 

The company will also perform 
two successful pieces commissioned 
last year: King’s “Hovering Slightly

Partland solos, so receiving an invi- 
tation to appear on the show con- 
tained the added thrill of perform- 
ing with a role model from 
adolescence.

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Chamber president raps planning commission | Egyptology as avocation rather than ca 


Community fy

Chamber of Commerce President Bill 
Kerber last week lashed out at the city 
Planning Commission for being “a ba- 
sic roadblock” to the start of work on fix- 
ing up El Cerrito Plaza. 

Kerber made his views known in a 
letter sent to the editors of both local 
newspapers. Claiming the Planning 


_ Commission was top-heavy with “new 


urbanists,” the Chamber chief charged 
“it's been virtually impossible to drag 
these environmental dreamers into the 
world of economic reality.” 

He went on to point out that mem- 
bers of the commission stubbornly cling 
to the idea that the Plaza could be a far 
better place if it were more of a com- 
munity center and less of a profitable 
shopping complex. 

“According to reports I have received,” 
the head of the Chamber of Commerce 
went on, “most of the commissioners 
seem eager — even at this late date — 
to turn down the compromise Plaza plan 
its taken months to work out. It seems 
they are willing to resume their push for 
a mixed-use urban village.” 

If the commissioners feel the plan 
they favor best meets the desires of an 
overwhelming majority of the public, 
Kerber added, they’re just fooling them- 
selves. “Over the years,” he explained, 
“the public — both merchants and resi- 
dents alike — have made the following 
four things crystal clear: 

“1. They want a quality shopping cen- 
ter that provides for all their material 
needs and offers a selection of restau- 
rants and opportunity for entertainment. 

“2. They most definitely want a de- 
partment store. 

“3. They do not want housing at the 
Plaza. 

“4, They want the center rebuilt as 
quickly as possible. 

Should the Planning commission tum 
down the latest Plaza revitalization plan 
after a June public hearing, Kerber called 
on.the City Council to reverse this deci- 
sion without even waiting for the own- 
ers to file an appeal. 

“After they've taken care of that 
chore,” the chamber President con- 
cluded, “the City Council would be well 
advised to remove the basic problem by 
reconstituting the Planning Commission 
membership so a majority of its: mem- 
bers had at least a nodding acquaintance 
with economic reality.”

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Marie Buttery had always been in- 
tensely interested in Egyptology, even, 
at one time, hoping to make it her life’s 
work. It was this great interest that led 
her to “almost single handedly” found 
the Northern California chapter of the 
American Research Center in Egypt. 
And it was of this center that Buttery 
spoke so enthusiastically during our 
interview. 

The American Research Center in 
Egypt, says its literature, “is a private, 
non-profit organization founded in 
1948. Originally, its purpose was to 
serve as an outpost in Egypt for Amer- 
ican institutions with archaeological 
programs. ARCE established a per- 
manent office in Cairo to assist expe- 
dition teams who were in Egypt for the 
expedition season only, representing 
their interests on a year-round basis. 
The emergence of the Arab world, with 
Cairo at its center, underscored the 
need for a broader understanding of 
Egypt that encompassed its more re- 
cent history and aspirations. Re- 
sponding to that need, ARCE expanded 
its role to include the study of medieval 
and modern Egypt, as well as the coun- 
try’s ancient past. ARCE participated 
in salvaging the monuments of Nubia 
from the rising Nile behind the Aswan 
dam and surveying the scientific man- 
uscripts in Arabic in the National Li- 
brary in Cairo. 

“There is a fellowship program in- 
augurated in 1957 with over 400 
alumni scholars to date. Today ARCE 
supports projects all over Egypt which 
study and conserve its precious her- 
itage.” 

Marie pinpointed some of the things 
they do. She notes that the scientists 
live a very Spartan life when they are 
there, and ARCE helps them with that, 
and helps them negotiate with the 


Egyptian government, and their ‘con- - 


cessions’ to the researchers. She points 
out that at one time most of the Ar- 
chaeologists were French or English. 
It was only when Howard Carters ex- 
cavated that Egypt began to realize the 
country’s interests and decide where 


farmers might not farm and builders - 


might not build. This kind of research, 
Buttery tells us, is “‘way down on the 
country’s priorities lists”. Also, they be- 
gan exerting the country’s right to the 
artifacts of the past, and recognizing 
the value to them. 

Marie has sent me some copies of 


the newsletters of the organization, and * 


they depict a most interesting organi- 
zation. They have speakers at their 
monthly meetings, and they seem fas- 
cinating. One speaks of Dr. Aidan Dod- 
son,. who discussed royal burial prac- 
tices beginning with the oldest of the 
pyramid tombs at Cahslur — that of 
Amenemhat II — and ending with the 
last royal tomb constructed in Egypt 
during the 20th Century! 

The speaker in April was Madame 
Hagar Islambouly, Consul General of 
the Arab Republic of Egypt in San 
Francisco, who spoke on Egypt for the 
21st Century.

Pharmacists held 


in drug sting

Drug enforcement agents have 
arrested two East Bay pharmacists 
and a drug store manager on suspi- 
cion of selling millions of pseu- 
doephedrine tablets while knowing 
the pills would be used in the illegal 
manufacture of methamphetamine. 

Robert Leroy Masse, 66, of Her- 
cules appeared in federal court in 
Oakland on Monday on four counts 
of distributing more than 3 million 
pseudoephedrine tablets over the 
past two years from Don’s Pharmacy 
in Richmond, which he owns, au- 
thorities said. 

In Berkeley, Jan Tse Chin, 42, of 
San Leandro and Linda Toy Hooi, 
33, of Danville also were arrested 
Friday on suspicion of distributing 
nearly 9 million tablets of pseu- 
doephedrine from Blue Heaven Owl 
Rexall Drugs. Authorities said that 
is enough to make more than 800 
pounds of the street drug known as 
“crank.” 

The two pharmacies were the first 
in the Bay Area to be targeted by 
agents cracking down on the bulk 
sale of non-prescription drugs espe- 
cially pseudoephedrine that are 
commonly used in the illegal manu- 
facture of methamphetamine. 

Policy makers and drug agents 
have worked for years to draft and 
enforce legislation to more effec- 
tively control the sale of precursor 
chemicals used to make meth. 

“There are some pharmacies and 
chemical companies diverting un- 
reasonable amounts of the over-the-

counter drugs to illegal drug manu- 
facturers,” said David Tresmontan, 
special agent in charge with the state 
Bureau of Narcotics Enforcement. 
“This should put them on notice that 
they must follow the letter of the 
law.” 

For years, crank “cooks” could 
buy large drums of ephedrine that 
could easily be mixed with other 
chemicals to make their product. 
With new state and federal laws, 
pure ephedrine became more diffi- 
cult to buy, pushing meth makers to 
buy up boxes of cold and allergy 
medications containing smaller 
amounts of pseudoephedrine so they 
could extract the key ingredient, said 
Steve Mister, assistant general coun- 
sel for the Consumer Healthcare 
Products Association. 

Lately, most large, non-prescrip- 
tion drug makers have stopped dis- 
tributing pseudoephedrine in large 
drums in response to law enforce- 
ment pleas, said Mister. They now 
produce cold and allergy medica- 
tions with less than 3 grams of the 
substance, packaged in slow-to-open 
blister packs. 

Chris Woo, president of the Cali- 
fornia Pharmacists Association, said 
a small pharmacy typically could not 
sell more than 200,000 pseu- 
doephedrine tablets in a year —just 
over 2 percent of the amount al- 
legedly sold by the Berkeley phar- 
macy. 

Woo said pharmacies must report 
their transactions to government 
agencies. Still, he said, some cus- 
tomers looking to buy such non-pre-

are about to write, but it is the truth! 
We found the Mazda Protege fun to drive. 

Small compact cars are expected to 
be practical and fuel efficient. But fun? 
No way! 

Don’t be so sure. 

Around town the Protege is fuel effi- 
cient and practical. The fun part comes 
on the highway. Suddenly you’re able to 
keep up with the crowd and on twisty 
mountain roads it is capable. 

We learned of its abilities during a 35- 
mile ride to the airport partially over a 
miserable mountain highway that was 
jammed with commuters. The Protege 
was able to keep up with the traffic in 
the fast lane at speeds far above the law, 
even on sharp curves. 

We won't try to kid you and claim that 
it is a sports sedan. It isn’t. But it is fun 
to drive and we enjoyed are week behind 
the wheel. Marion agreed the car was 
fuel efficient and practical, but not get- 
ting any time on the highway she re- 
served her judgment on the fun to drive. 

Our opinion is supported by the lat- 
est edition of Consumer Reports’ annual 
auto issue.

Three trim levels are available on the 
all-new ‘99 Protege. DX, LX and ES. Both 
the DX and LX models area equipped 
with a new 1.6-liter DOHC, four-cylinder 
engine, while the sportier ES features a 
new 1.8-liter DOHC four-cylinder engine. 
Our test car was the LX version with the 
smaller engine and we were impressed 
with its performance. 

Fuel economy was good. We averaged 
32.3 mpg in combined highway and city 
driving. The EPA rating is 29 mpg city 
and 34 mpg highway. 


THE 1999 MAZDA PROTEGE boasts good ratings and clean lines. 


A 5-speed manual transmission is 
standard and that is how the test car was 
equipped. We prefer a manual transmis- 
sion in a small car because an automatic 
usually robs the small engine of too much 
power.

pring cleaning around the 
S house is a yearly tradition for 
many families. Likewise, many 
RVers perform a series of spring 


’ cleanup and preparation rituals to 


get their motorhomes, trailers, and 
truck campers ready for the 1999 
camping season. 

Most of these steps follow basic 
common sense rules, the sort of things 
you learned to do in high school when 
caring for an automobile first became 
important. But some relate specifically 
to’ an RV’s plumbing and electrical 


~ systems, along with the various ma- 


terials that make up the vehicle’s ex- 
terior and interior surfaces. 


Clean away the crud and 
critters 


First off, start with a thorough 


_ cleaning, both inside and out. This is 
. @specially true if the RV was stored 


outside all winter. Wash the exterior, 


‘ clean the crud from the tires and get 


_ the storage-lot dust out of the rig’s 


_ system. Most such cleaning can be 


accomplished with ordinary automo- 


. tive soap, or soap/wax combinations, 
' but better to follow up with a coat of 
' heavy-duty wax rather than trust an 
_ all-in-one blend. Remember, flat front 
‘ erids gather a lot of bugs. An appli- 


cation of a quality Teflon-based wax 
will make it a lot easier to clean. 


Rubber needs special 
cleaners 


Although the EPDM rubber roof, 


“which is very popular on many of to- 
’ day’s RVs, was designed to eliminate 
.the problem of the gray or black 


streaks on RV sidewalls caused by ox- 


‘ idizing aluminum roofs, the rubber also 


produces streaks. They are somewhat 


‘ easier to remove, but still take some 
elbow grease to finish the job. 


If you opt to clean the roof itself, 


‘ which isn’t a bad idea as long as your 
. Tig’s roof structure can support your 
| weight, use one of the cleaners de- 
‘ signed specifically for an EPDM rub- 
«ber roof. 


Because the roof is a rubber mem- 
brane, it can be susceptible to dam- 


‘age if a cleaner or protectant con- 


taining a petroleum-based chemical 


.is\used to excess. Use one of the 
“ waxes or sealers available from your 
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local RV dealer, or follow the recom- 
mendations in your owner’s manual.

Nix pests 

Next, inspect and service the ex- 
terior system hardware. Start by 
cleaning the battery(ies) with a mild 
baking soda and water solution to 
eliminate acid residue, and clean the 
terminals and wire clamps before re- 
installing the batteries. Charge them 
using an automotive trickle charger 
to make sure they’re fresh for the 
start of the season.

Pay close attention to the propane 
burner orifices in the water heater 
and refrigerator. These are relatively 
exposed to the outside, compared to 
the well-protected burner in a fur- 
nace, and they’re favorite places for 
spiders to live and build their nests. 

This is a good opportunity to clean 
them out anyway. Use a small-bristle 
brush and vacuum cleaner to remove 
any webs, and clean any carbon 
buildup from the burner parts to help 
ensure clean combustion. 

Bees, likewise, seem to find RV 
nooks and openings particularly at- 
tractive, so keep your eyes open for 
mud or paper nests that may be ob- 
structing any orifices. Mice also like 


to winter-over inside RV enclosures. 
Pull drawers out and check for signs 
of mouse nests inside cabinets, and 
use a vacuum to eliminate any debris. 


Remove must and mildew 


Vacuum and wash the entire in- 
terior to help get rid of that musty 
winter smell. A liberal application of 
a disinfectant cleaner can do won- 
ders for the smell. If your fresh wa- 
ter tank has taken on an odor, com- 
pletely fill it with fresh water plus 
about 1/2 cup of bleach per 20 gal- 
lons of capacity. Let the mixture sit 
in the tank overnight, drain it, refill 
with fresh water and drain again. 
The bleach disinfects the tank, killing 
the bacteria that cause odors, to say 
nothing of the bacteria that simply 
aren't good for you. If desired, to fur- 
ther clean and deodorize the fresh 
water tank, fill the tank and add 
some water with baking soda 
blended in — about a cup of baking 
soda per 20 gallons — and let it stand 
overnight before draining. 


Finally, it stands to reason that if 
your RV is a motorhome, you should 
do a complete engine service job on 
the coach. Change oil, plus the air 
and fuel filters. Closely inspect the 
hoses and belts, and replace if de- 
fective. Doing a radiator flush and 
filling with fresh antifreeze and dis- 
tilled water will also help ensure the 
engine is ready for the season. Lube 
all ball joints, tie rod ends and other 
moving parts, as well. 


A little care ahead of time will 
help make sure your rig is in good 
shape and ready for an exciting RV 
season ahead. 
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Meet your safety equipme; 


“What are these three little but- 
tons over the window by the driver’s 
head?” a recent buyer of a new 
Range Rover puzzled, “I can’t find 
any mention of them in the owner’s 
manual.” The buttons, properly pro- 
grammed, will open her garage door 
for one thing. She was pleased to 
hear that, but annoyed her dealer 
hadn't explained the features to her. 

Maybe you have bought a car af- 
ter a long absence from the market. 
Or maybe you frequently rent cars 
unfamiliar to you. If you are a buyer, 
of course read the manual (what a 
concept!) If anything is unclear, ask 
your dealer for a detailed tour. That’s 
something you should automatically 
get, anyway. Renters of cars are more 
on their own. Rare is the rental car 
with a manual. 

Here are two acronyms owners and 
renters should watch out for when dri- 
ving a vehicle for the first time. 


Daytime Running Lights (DRL) 


Dusk is turning into darkness. 
You know the headlights are on, they 
always are. You saw them reflected 
on the car ahead. But maybe the 
lights seems unduly dim, rather like 
those on an aging LaSalle. And when 
you try to flick from dim to bright 
they do not change. What gives? You 
have not turned on your regular 
lights. You are driving by DRL alone. 
That can be dangerous. 

Not all cars have Daytime Run- 
ning Lights. DRL came out of Scan- 
dinavia where even days in winter’s 
gloom are dark. Canada also requires 
DRL, so that cars are lighted both 
day and night. In the United States 
an increasing number of cars have 
DRL. Several years ago, General Mo- 
tors, citing safety, put DRL on its 
cars. Indeed, DRL are now common 
enough so that hardly anyone gets 
that “you-left-your-lights-on” flash of

headlights from other drivers. But 
you must be aware of some facts 
about DRL. 

The DRL, somewhat less bright 
than your “real” headlights (to save 
energy), go on when you start your 
car. The light is intended to make 
your car more visible to others, a par- 
ticularly useful feature on sun-dap- 
pled country roads, in the dim light 
of early morning or late afternoon, 
and in two-lane passing maneuvers. 
In most cars, however, the only light 
that goes on with DRL is the dimmer 
headlight. Your tail lights do not go 
on, so you are presenting a dark rear 
end to cars coming up on you. Not 
safe. Therefore you must make sure 
the headlights are switched on, ide- 
ally within 30 minutes after sunset. 
This way, you will not inadvertently 
drive into darkness with only the 
DRL functioning. In town or on 
lighted highways you may be able to 
see adequately and not realize that 
you are not properly illuminated all 
around.

Actually, most of you need not re- 
place the wiper “blades.” You should 
only have to change the rubber 
squeegees, or “blade inserts,” that do 
the work of removing water from the 
windshield. These are designed to be 
relatively easily removed and in- 
stalled because they naturally dete- 
riorate with age and use, losing their 
effectiveness. 

Unfortunately, some carmakers’ 
idea of “easily removed and re- 
placed” means also removing and re- 
placing the metal or plastic wiper 
blade that holds the insert. Each time 
you replace the insert, you must re- 
place the blade as well — an expen- 
sive proposition with some luxury 
imports. 

The good news is, companies that 
actually make the wiper blades and 
inserts for the carmakers also sell 
them under their own brand names. 
You should be able to buy a re- 
placement blade assembly for your 
vehicle that can accept replaceable 
squeegees. 

As long as you're at the wiper 
blades, you might as well take the 
time to first carefully inspect them.

Check for damage to the blades and 
the wiper arms (the spring-loaded 
devices that attach the blades to the 
car or truck). Be on the lookout for 
twists, cracks, kinks or bends. Be 
sure the arm’s spring holds the arm 
and blade down on the glass. 

Try to slip a narrow strip of pa- 
per (a dollar bill) between the 
squeegee and the windshield and 
slide the paper from one end of the 
blade to the other. 

If the tension is uneven and the pa- 
per slips in spots, the blade may be 
bent. Replace any suspect parts. This 
is most easily done with the wiper 
away from the windshield.

Dear Doctor: I own a 1985 Audi

Dear Ron: There is no foolproof 
cylinder head pressure test. I have 
been down this road before on cylin- 
der head problems. 

Have the shop check for hydro- 
carbon in the cooling system at the 
radiator filler. If there is a sign of hy- 
drocarbon in the cooling system, 
then there is a leak between the wa- 
ter jacket and combustion chamber. 

You can also try a cooling stop- 
leak from any good auto supplier. 
Though there are many brands, I use 
the power or pellet type. This will 
usually stop minor loss of coolant.

Dear Doctor: I own a 1990 BMW 
525i with 150,000 miles. Occasion- 
ally, I have a hard time starting the 
engine in both hot and cold weather.

What 
do you suggest? June 


Dear June: At 150,000 miles, your 
BMW, like any vehicle, needs a ma- 
jor service check. One very common 
problem is carbon buildup on the 
back side of the intake valve. The 
carbon acts like a sponge and ab- 
sorbs the gasoline, causing long en- 
gine cranking. Another problem is 
low fuel pressure, and sensors that 
are just slightly out of value, but not 
setting a trouble code, that will cause 
starting problems,

Dear Doctor: I own a 1992 Mit- 
subishi Galant LS with 47,000 miles. 
For the past six months, when I use 
87 octane gas the check engine light 
will come on. If I switch to 89 octane, 
the light does not come on.

Dear Robert: The first item to 
check is the computer for stored 
trouble codes. Next, clear the codes 
and fill the gas tank with 87 octane.

Welcome to auto science 101, ladies and gents

Many women don’t know anything 
about cars and aren't afraid to admit it. 

This definitely isn’t true of men. 
Most of the ones I talk to don’t know 
much more about how a car works 
than women do, but are genetically in- 
capable of admitting it. They would 
rather stick pins in their eyes than 
wade into those wimpy waters. 

So, we better not bill the following 
as “A Man’s Primer on How a Car 
Works.” Instead, we will dub it “A 
Woman’s Guide to Automotive Funda- 
mentals,” and hope that needy males 
will sneak a peek while the women are 
out of the room. 

It is, after all, worthwhile to have a 
general idea of how your car works. It 
could save you money when car me- 
chanics and salesfolk start speaking in 
tongues. So, let’s take a look at some fun- 
damentals, and some costly, techie hard- 
ware you may decide you don't need: 

@ How an engine works: Your car’s 
engine works by admitting a mixture 
of fuel and air into cylinders, where it 
is squeezed into a small space by a pis- 
ton and then exploded. The force of 
that explosion drives the piston down. 
That piston moves a connecting rod 
which, in turn, rotates the crankshaft. 
That crankshaft rotation is transferred, 
via the drivetrain, to the wheels that 
propel the car. 

Virtually all car and truck engines 
are four-cycle. This means the piston 
must go through four cycles, or 
strokes, to make power. In the first, or 
intake stroke, the piston moves down- 
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much in the European manner despite 
its Asian birthplace. The creased, Eu- 
ropean-inspired styling yields a cus- 
tom-tailored appearance that is un- 
expected in the compact ranks, 


Input for the styling was also re- 
ceived from Mazda’s R&D centers 
in Irvine and Frankfurt, Germany. 

Mazda claims its new “Triple-H” 
construction creates a unique and 
extremely strong passenger com- 
partment ensuring optimal protec- 
tion for the occupants in the event 
of a side impact or rollover accident. 

The first “H” consists of the B-pil- 
lar, roof rail and side sill on each side 
of the car. The second “H”’ consists 
of side sills and No. 3 cross member. 

Mazda claims the new body is 
stronger than its predecessor, with 22 
percent greater bending rigidity and 
12 percent more torsional rigidity. 
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Other construction features im- 
proving safety include side-impact 
door beams and catch pins on the 
rear doors that prevent the door from 
intruding into the cabin in a side im- 
pact. There are front and rear crum- 
ple zones that absorb front and rear 
impacts before they reach the cabin. 


The front bucket seats are com- 
fortable and offer good support. The 
rear seat is basically for short trips 
with adults and for children. The rear 
seat on all models is split 60/40, with 
both sides able to fold down to in- 
crease the cargo space. 


We join with Consumer Reports 
in saying this is a top-notch 4-door 
compact sedan. It is fuel efficient, re- 
liable and as a bonus, fun-to-drive.

ward in the cylinder as the intake valve 
opens to admit the fuel/air mixture. 
The piston’s downward motion creates 
a vacuum in the cylinder that sucks in 
the fuel/air charge. 

Then, the piston comes back up on 
the compression stroke, squeezing the 
fuel/air into a relatively small space. 
This compressed fuel/air mixture is 
then ignited by the spark plug, and the 
resulting explosion sends the piston 
down on the power stroke. After the 
piston reaches the bottom of its travel, 
the exhaust valve opens and the pis- 
ton starts back up on the exhaust 
stroke, forcing the burned gas through 
the open exhaust valve — and even- 
tually out the tailpipe. Now the piston 
is at the top of its travel, and ready for 
another intake stroke. 

The compression stroke is a key to 
engine power because the harder you 
squeeze that fuel/air mixture, the more 
power it will produce when it is ignited. 
The squeeze on that fuel/air charge is 
expressed as a “compression ratio.” 

Let’s say that at the bottom of the 
intake stroke, the piston has sucked 10 


cubic inches of fuel/air into the cylin- - 


der, and that the piston, on the subse- 
quent compression stroke, squeezes 
that fuel/air into a one-cubic-inch space. 
Squeezing ten cubic inches of fuel and 
air into a one-inch space creates a com- 
pression ratio of 10-to-1. 

So, the higher your engine’s com- 
pression ratio, the more power you are 
getting from the same amount of gas. 
The trade-off is that as the compres- 
sion ratio gets higher, the engine re- 
quires a more expensive, higher-oc-

tane gasoline to prevent harmful pre- 
mature ignition of the fuel. 

Your engine probably has four, six 
or eight cylinders. The more cylinders 
it has, the smoother and more refined 
it is, Assuming consistent cylinder size, 
more cylinders also mean more engine 
size and power. 

The problem with adding cylinders 
is that it also adds manufacturing cost 
and complexity. 

The intake and exhaust valves in 
your engine are opened and closed by 
the lobes on its camshaft(s). Many en- 
gines actuate all of the valves with a 
single camshaft. Others use a dual 
camshaft setup in which one shaft op- 
erates the intake valves, and the other 
works the exhausts. This division of 
labor allows for the more efficient de- 
sign of the cylinder’s combustion 
chamber, and thus produces more 
power. The flip side is that it adds cost 
and complexity to the engine. 

@ What your transmission does: 
We need transmissions because en- 
gines aren't really very compatible with 
our cars and trucks. Vehicles need a 
lot of power when they start out, and 
relatively little once they get going. En- 
gines, on the other hand, produce lit- 
tle power at low speeds, and a lot when 
they are turning over fast. 

Through gear reduction, the auto- 
matic or manual transmission allows 
the engine to turn over much faster at 
lower speeds, so it can generate much- 
needed power, then slow down at higher 

speeds, when less oomph is required. 
Thus, first gear might let the engine turn 
over 15 times for each time the drive 


wheels turn, while top gear may only 
require three engine revolutions. 

@ How your brakes work: Your 
brakes are actuated by a hydraulic/me- 
chanical system. When you press on 
the brake pedal, you exert pressure on 
the hydraulic fluid in the master cylin- 
der. That fluid pressure is transmitted 
through hydraulic lines to a cylinder 
at each wheel called, logically enough, 
a wheel cylinder. That pressure then 
allows the cylinder to actuate the brake 
at that wheel. 

That cylinder operates a disc or 
drum-type brake. A disc brake consists 
of a disc, or rotor, and a caliper. The 
disc turns with the wheel, and the 
caliper squeezes it when you apply the 
brakes, thus slowing the vehicle. To 
get an idea of how it works, turn your 
kid’s wagon upside down, and spin one 
of the wheels. Then, cup your hand 
and squeeze the wheel. 

In the case of drum brakes, the 
wheel cylinder activates two semicir- 
cular brake shoes, which expand 
against the inside of a drum that turns 
with the wheel. 

Disc brakes work better than drum 
brakes, but are more expensive to man- 
ufacture. Thus, up-market cars will typ- 
ically have discs on all four wheels, 
while the cheaper ones will have discs 
up front (where most of the braking is 
accomplished) and drums in the rear. 

Pickups, minivans and sport utilities 
almost always use the disc/drum tan- 
dem.

Bay Area kitchens take 
the heat in design biz 


Sara Jaffe firm keeps the chef in mind 
with elegant, well-planned remodels

FOR HILLS NEWSPAPERS 
OAKLAND — Few things about the 
design and organization of kitchens sur- 
rise professional chefs Tarni and Alan 
Jewett. The couple have redone three on 
their own and they operate commercial 
kitchens for their catering business. 

But one aspect of their newly reno- 
vated kitchen and family center, just com- 
pleted by Sara Jaffe Designs, has proven 
to be a pleasant surprise to not only the 
chefs but to the designer as well: the pas- 
tel palette of colors that evolved over the 
course of the project and makes the space 
as restful and pleasurable as stepping 
into an Impressionist painting. 

Custom mahogany cabinetry casts a 
warm ruby luster, complemented by rich 
slate-like floor tile in cinnamon hues. 
Granite countertops in rusty rose are rest- 
ful to the eye, and art tiles are a pleas- 
ing bouquet of colors in soft mint, blue 
mist, cream, rose and peach. Colors richly 
season this stately family space where 
one-of-a-kind designs have been crafted 
to be enjoyed over a lifetime. 

“It is about putting down roots,” the 
clients say of fhis project, and their in- 
sistence upon quality and detailing was 
met by Sara Jaffe, an architect-trained in- 
terior designer and furniture maker whose 
work is known for a reverence of fine ma- 
terials and a sculptor’s feel for space. 


That Jaffe also happens to have taught 
cooking and run a catering business as 
an adjunct to her career made her the per- 
fect match for two chefs for whom en- 
tertaining is both business and pleasure. 

The couple had anticipated the project 
since moving into the house with their 
two-year-old daughter five years ago. 

An elegant English Tudor by Miller 
and Warnecke, circa 1936, the house was 
arranged in small, dosed off areas-break- 
fast room, dining room, kitchen and laun- 
dry room-far too constricting for a fam- 
ily who consider the kitchen to be the 
heart of the home. 

They had never worked with a de- 
signer and thought that building an ad- 
dition was the best solution in order to 
meet their requirements. Jaffe’s knack 
for imaginative solutions immediately 
won over the Jewetts since she saw an- 
other possibility. 

“Sara thought differently about this 
space,” says Alan Jewett. “She talked 
about wanting to lighten this part of the 
house and came up with the idea of 
changing the function of the dining room 
from what was very formal to a much 
friendlier space.” 

By updating the dining area for every- 
day living, the breakfast nook could be 
eliminated and the rooms opened into a 
flowing, light filled space, gaining the de- 
sired footage while sparing the clients the

expense and complications of building an 
addition. Jaffe shared with her clients a 
strong affinity for the architectural char- 
acter of the house, and honoring its in- 
tegrity shaped each design decision. 
The kitchen is designed to create a 
main cooking area as well as separate 
pastry and savory preparation areas. The 
Jewetts selected all the appliances, and 
the kitchen features two sinks, two con- 


vection ovens, a commercial Sub-Zero 
refrigerator. 

Jaffe designed a custom rolling cart 
with a butcher surface and tiled shelf that 
allows the flexibility of additional counter 
space wherever needed. 

Built-in recycling storage and a floor- 
to-ceiling pull-out pantry increase the ef- 
ficiency of the design. Deep drawers for 
pots and pans and bins for staples pro- 


vide additional storage, and a custom 
spice rack nestles under the counter 
within easy reach of the stove top. 

A commercial grade pot-filler faucet 
unfolds from the back splash. There is 
also ample storage for their cooking and 
serving pieces. 

Tami Jewett is the family’s pastry chef,

No. 283 in a series of 
true experiences in real estate 
ast year we sold a house be- 
Liens to a woman we never 
et. Phyllis, as I’ll call her, was 
older and she needed daily help in 
life. Phyllis’ niece, coming to her 
aunt’s aid from her home in South 
Carolina, had located an assisted liv- 
ing community in Oakland where 
Phyllis felt comfortable, and had 
overseen Phyllis’ move there. 

Phyllis’ house in the Berkeley hills 
was packed to the rafters with her 
lifelong collection of antique furni- 
ture and bric-a-brac, and it fell to 
Jane to dispose of these. 

Over a period of months, Jane flew 
to California as frequently as she 
could. She stayed in Phyllis’ house, 
usually for a couple of weeks at a 
time, while she worked at her task. 

Jane wanted to know from Anet 
and me the usual things: how much 
the house was worth, how quickly it 
would sell, and what should be done 
to the house before selling. As it was 
Phyllis’ money she would be spend- 
ing on the house, Jane was anxious 
to spend it wisely. 

It was a good situation for us. 
Jane had little emotional attachment 
to the house; it was not a struggle 
for her to let it go, nor did she feel 
any need to defend what it was. Her 
objective was to provide as best she 
could for her aunt, and this we 
shared, so we were free to make sug- 
gestions about what would make the 
house appeal to buyers. 

We stressed that the house could 
be sold as it was.

It was generally in 
good repair: the roof was new, all the 
windows had been replaced not long 
before, and the kitchen and bath 
were in reasonable shape. 

But there were things about the 
house that, if changed, would greatly 
improve the appearance of the 
house.

off-putting to many people. Also, it 
was a wood-sided house, rather 
plain, and of no particular style.

A carpenter bid on building the 
trellis, our painters told us what 
they’d charge for painting and also 
for covering the acoustic tiles with 
sheet rock. 

We got a bid for refinishing the 
floors and replacing the damaged 
portions. There would also be ex- 
pense in washing all the windows, 
general cleaning, hauling and hang- 
ing some new curtains. 

With all the costs in hand, we 
talked with Jane and estimated for 
her what we thought the price of the 
house would be if the work was done. 
We agreed on painting inside and out 
and on restoring the fireplace. 

The termite work wasn’t critical; 
we didn’t plan to address it at this 
end.

doing except we wondered if the trel- 
lis and the living room ceiling redo 
were really necessary. 

The trellis would cost about $500; 
the ceiling about the same. What 
would we get for spending this 
money beyond the satisfaction of see- 
ing the house look better? Was the 
expense justified? 

There were no guarantees, but 
Jane chose to do it all and, as it turned 
out, we think that the house sold for 
considerably more because of it.

personal representative, also called 
the executor. The will should be filed 
regardless of whether the estate will 


be subject to probate, a process by 
which a court settles an estate. If 
most of the assets are held in trust 
or have designated beneficiaries 
other than the estate — insurance 
policies and Individual Retirement 
Accounts, for example — the estate 
may not be subject to probate. If no 
will is found, the courts will declare 
that the individual died “intestate” 
and the estate will be distributed 
based upon the laws of the dece- 
dent’s state of residence. 

@ Apply for a tax ID. The personal 
representative must apply for a tax 
ID number using Internal Revenue 
Service Form SS-4. This ID must be 
included on tax returns, bank and 
brokerage statements and any docu- 
ments you file concerning the estate. 


@ Re-register non-probate assets. 
If the decedent owned insurance 
policies, annuities, joint assets or 
transfer-on-death accounts, which 
are generally transferred outside the 
probate process, be sure to file the 
appropriate claim forms to reregis- 
ter the assets. 

@ Submit insurance claims. Once 
you have located all policies, contact 
the insurance companies, obtain, 
complete and submit the claim 
forms, and provide any required doc- 
umentation. Premium refunds may 
be available on life, disability, health 
or liability insurance. 

@ Contact the employer (or for- 
mer employer). Ask the decedent’s 
employer (or former employer) about 
active insurance coverage. The dece- 


Is this new-home sales tax break for real?

Dear Bob: Let me get this straight. 
It sounds too good to be true. You 
must have made a mistake. If my 
husband and I move into one of our 
rental houses and live there for just 
two years before selling it, all our 
profit is tax-free? Uncle Sam must 
have lost his marbles. 
We've owned a rental house about 
30 years. It’s worth at least $200,000 
more than we paid for it. Can we 
then use this same crazy new tax rule 
and move into our vacation home for 
two years and sell it without owing 
tax on our profit of around $125,000? 
What's the catch? — Gert S. 


Dear Gert: Yes, you understand 
new Internal Revenue Code 121 very 
well. But I must clarify a few of your 
remarks. This “crazy new tax rule” 
applies to the sale of your current or 
former principal residence only. To 
qualify, you (and/or your husband 


co-owner) must own and occupy 
your principal residence any two of 
the five years before its sale. Then, 
up to $250,000 sale profit per seller 
(up to $500,000 for a married couple 
filing jointly) is tax-free. 

But this major tax exemption can 
only be used once every 24 months 
(except for partial tax exemptions 
on home sales due to health or em- 
ployment reasons). 

You and your husband can move 
into your rental house to make it 
your principal residence, live there 
at least two years during the last five 
years before the sale, and claim up 
to $250,000 per qualified seller tax- 
free profits. 

However, any depreciation de- 
ducted after May 7, 1997 is recap- 
tured (that means taxed) upon sale. 
Please consult your tax advisor for 
full details.

Dear Bob: I inherited a nice house 
that I’ve been trying to sell for the 
last year. The problem is, it’s located 
in an undesirable, low-income part 
of town overrun with gangs. Several 
Realtors have had my listing. Each 
gave up after 90 days. Any ideas how 
to sell this nice two-bedroom home, 
which just happens to be in a rough 
neighborhood? — Amy R. 


Dear Amy: I have yet to see a 
property that cannot be sold ona 
properly structured lease with option 
to purchase. Surely, unless nobody 
at all would consider living in that 
neighborhood, there is a someone 
who would love an opportunity to 
buy that house. 

By selling to tenants who will 
eventually be able to own the house, 
you will get good quality tenants who 
will treat the house as their own. To 
attract good prospects, run newspa- 
per classified ads under “houses for 
rent” and “houses for sale” with a 


bold headline, such as “$3,000 moves 
you in.” Also, put a similar sign on 
the front lawn. 

To properly structure a lease-op- 
tion, set the option price at the home’s 
market value today. If it appreciates 
in market value, often due to tenant 
improvements, the tenant benefits. 
Meanwhile, you enjoy income slightly 
higher than market rent. 

The key to lease-option success 
is a hefty rent credit toward the pur- 
chase price. I recommend at least 33 
percent. Fifty percent might be de- 
sirable in the situation you describe 
to give the tenant a very strong in- 
centive to take good care of the home 
and exercise the purchase option af- 
ter a year or two. More details are in

expense and complications of build- 
ing an addition. Jaffe shared with her 
clients a strong affinity for the archi- 
tectural character of the house, and 
honoring its integrity shaped each de- 
sign decision. 

The kitchen is designed to create 
a main cooking area as well as sep- 
arate pastry and savory preparation 
areas. The Jewetts selected all the 
appliances, and the kitchen features 
two sinks, two convection ovens, a 
commercial Sub-Zero refrigerator. 

Jaffe designed a custom rolling cart 
with a butcher surface and tiled shelf 
that allows the flexibility of additional 
counter space wherever needed. 

Built-in recycling storage and a 
floor-to-ceiling pull-out pantry in- 
crease the efficiency of the design. 
Deep drawers for pots and pans and 
bins for staples provide additional 
storage, and a custom spice rack nes- 
tles under the counter within easy 
reach of the stove top. 

A commercial grade pot-filler 
faucet unfolds from the back splash. 
There is also ample storage for their 
cooking and serving pieces. 

Tami Jewett is the family’s pastry 
chef, and from the pastry center she 
can gaze into her beautiful garden 
while preparing confections such as 
Fresh Fruit Galette. 

Views of the garden and San 
Francisco Bay beyond are framed by 
leaded glass windows. 

To complement the existing win- 
dows, Jaffe selected decorative art 
glass for the new windows, allowing 
privacy from the adjacent house and 
admitting suffused light and color. 

Jaffe tucked a small desk area 
into the comer overlooking the gar- 
den, a delightful spot for their daugh- 
ter Jane’s homework. Bookshelves 
hold Tami Jewett’s impressive col- 
lection of cookbooks, and niches are 
generously situated to display 

Jane’s numerous art projects. An 
entertainment center is housed in a 
custom cabinet with storage beneath 
to hold music by Ella Fitzgerald and 
other jazz artists the couple are likely 
to enjoy while cooking. 

“The pastel palette surprised us 
all,” says Jaffe. Beginning with Hon- 
duras mahogany for the cabinetry 
and rosy granite counter tops, shop- 
ping for materials and finishes be- 
came adventures as Jaffe encouraged 
her clients to be playful and bold.

reflect the original design. 

Wall colors are a rich celadon 
green that calms the kitchen and a 
deep peach that enlivens the dining 
and home office areas. 

Floor tiles are 12”-square pavers 
in a slate-like, cinnamon shade that 
complements the Honduras ma- 
hogany woodwork used in floor-to- 
ceiling cabinetry throughout. 

Jaffe designed a china cabinet and 
folding door leading to the dining 
area and for both pieces designed 
stained-glass panels that evoke the 
Craftsman era that influenced the 
house’s architects. 

Jaffe introduced bronze inlay ac- 
cents to the mahogany frame-and- 
panel cabinetry and also used it in 
the stained-glass doors and the cus- 
tom round, walnut table she de- 
signed for the dining area. 

Modern fabric adorns the family’s 
Chippendale dining chairs and the 
upholstered armchairs are done in 
complementary fabrics that create a 
cozy seating area within the newly 
configured dining room. 

The Jewetts are owners of Sea- 
sons Catering and operate a com- 
mercial kitchen for professional use; 
however, they desired a home office 
to manage the business aspects of 
their enterprise. 

Jaffe fashioned a pleasant, effi- 
cient space in the same lasting ma- 


terials: Honduras mahogany for the | 


desk and storage cupboards, hand- 
made ceramic tiles at the partial wall 
separating the office from the kitchen 
and a new window in art glass. 

Jaffe also remodeled an adjacent 
powder room into an dressy space 
in deep-green marble, glossy dark 
shades of green on walls and trim 
and brass light fixtures. Completing 
the renovation is a the laundry room 
which has been freshened with peri- 
winkle-blue wall color and violet 
floor tiles. 

“The level of thought and detail 
that went into this project was a chal- 
lenge and a source of ongoing de- 
light,” Jaffe says. 

“Collaborating with the Jewetts 
on such a well-designed and beauti- 
fully detailed home was a wonderful 
experience. Designing furniture, cab- 
inetry and stained glass, along with 
choosing elegant materials and fine 
tuning all the details that tie the pro- 
ject together, brings out my creativ- 
ity and passion.”

Recently sellers of a home in Oak- 
land’s Dimond district chose to work 
with buyers who didn’t offer the 
highest price in a multiple offer com- 
petition. The home had a brick foun- 
dation and a lot of deferred mainte- 
nance. 

The winning buyer made an "as 
is," all cash offer. The other offers 
weren't "as is" and included financ- 
ing contingencies. The sellers were 
concerned about the financing con- 
tingency because lenders can require 
that work be done before closing if 
a home is in disrepair. 

Figuring out which offer best suits 
your needs can be a confusing 
process when you’re looking at mul- 
tiple offers. Some agents help their 
sellers through the process by prepar- 
ing a summary chart to reduce the 
contracts to their common elements. 
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ighest bid might not be best 


§ Jers should study all terms listed in purchase contract 


Such a chart might look like this. 
The buyers or the buyers’ agent’s 
names are listed down one side of the 
paper. Across the top of the paper, in- 
sert the critical contract elements. 


These elements might include 
price, closing date, amount of cash 
down payment, any request for a 
monetary credit from the seller, any 
work requested of sellers, rent-back 
option, personal property in- 
cluded/excluded, financing contin- 
gency (and time frame), inspection 
contingency (and time frame), and 
buyer’s financial qualification (pre- 
qualified, pre-approved). 


A buyer’s profile can be a rele- 
vant factor in considering an offer. 


For example, when selling an older 
home that will require continual 
maintenance, some sellers feel more 
comfortable selling to an experienced 
homeowner rather than to a first-time 
buyer, if they have the option. 


The buyer’s agent can even be a 
deciding factor if one agent is a pro- 
fessional known for getting the job 
done and the other agents involved 
in the multiple offer competition are 
inexperienced, or have less than ster- 
ling reputations.

Financing vacant lot sale is 
never easy 


Dear Bob: I own a small free and 
clear vacant lot on a semi-commer- 
cial street. It’s zoned for apartments, 
but is only big enough for four units. 
In the last year, I've had it listed for 
sale to two fine Realtors. They 
brought me several good purchase 
offers from small-time builders, con- 
tingent on financing. 

However, banks are reluctant to 
finance the sale of this “oddball” 
property (it formerly contained an 
old house, used as an office, which 
burned down several years ago). Fi- 
nancing is the problem. Any ideas? 
— Jake R. 

Dear Jake: Yes. Carry back the 
mortgage for the buyer. Financing 
vacant land sales is never easy, es- 
pecially an odd property such as the 
one you describe. The obvious solu- 
tion is for you to carry back seller fi- 
nancing. 

By offering easy financing, you'll 
be able to sell the lot for top dollar. 
With a reasonable down payment of 
perhaps 20 percent, you should have 
a safe loan for a few years while the 
builder gets his apartment plans ap- 
proved by the city and the apart- 
ments or condos built and sold. 

But be prepared to subordinate 
your loan to a new-construction loan. 
Be sure you have the right to approve 
the plans and construction loan 
amount. Hire a local real estate 
lawyer to advise you further.

Dear Evelyn: Yes. But the exact 
answer depends on state law where 
the vacation home is located. In most 
states, the situation you describe re- 
quires you to carry workers’ com- 
pensation insurance in case the 
handyman is injured on the job. 


Some states, such as California, - 


require workers’ compensation cov- 
erage to be included automatically 
in all homeowner insurance policies. 
Before hiring that handyman, con- 
sult the agent who insures your va- 
cation home. 

If necessary, you can buy an in- 
expensive workers’ compensation 
policy for a few hundred dollars.

Dear Bob: I’ve been following the 
various questions and answers in 
your column about getting rid of PMI 
(private mortgage insurance). My 
wife and I were expecting the worst. 

But the process turned out to be 
easy. I phoned our lender, explained 
that we think our loan-to-value ra- 
tio is about 75 percent so the lender 
no longer needs PMI, and asked how 
we can get it canceled. She gave us 
the name of an approved appraisal 
firm to hire. 

It cost us $325 for a new ap- 
praisal, which confirmed our valua- 
tion opinion. Within a month after 
receiving the appraisal, the lender 
canceled our PMI. 

As a result, we save $76 per 
month. Thanks for encouraging 
homeowners to cancel their PMI. — 
Dolph R.
